COMMENTS: For much of this PRIDE area there are sidewalks, however, many of the sidewalks are in disrepair, missing or stop in
places, or are narrow to walk along. Sometimes obstructions were present in the sidewalk making it difficult to walk (ex. Fire
hydrant in the middle of sidewalk). There are wider sidewalks along Mount Vernon and Long St that also provide ADA ramps
and a tree buffer along parts of the road. It is also exciting to see the various public art pieces along Mount Vernon and Long,
which distinguishes the North of Broad neighborhood.

Many people were present throughout the
walk audit, however, some residents felt uncomfortable near places where people loiter, such as the 20" and Mount Vernon
intersection. Yet, overall, the residential streets felt safe and walkable.
